WINNIPEG RIOTS 


Two Gars Wrecked, Twelve Injured and Thirty Seven Rioters 


in Jail---Militia Called 


Winnipeg, 30.—The first street 


railway strike has resulted in one of

the most riotous periods in the city’s 
history. There is not a street Car run- 
ning and the Winnipeg Street Railway | 
Co. is depending on the good offices of 
the militia to help it out of a serious 
predicament. Within four hours after 
the company made its first effort to 
operate the cars without the services 
of the men who had decided to quit 
work, the entire system was tied up in 
a hard knot and not acar could be 
moved. The result of the first day’s| 
‘work on the part of the strikers has 
been the destruction of thousands of dol- 
lars worth of the company’s property. 
the successful culmination of an effort 
to keep the street cars from operat- 
ing and the evident enlistment of the 
sympathies of three quarters of Win- 
nipeg’s popuiation in their favor. 
Thousinds of people paraded the streets 
wearing in their hats a printed motto 
“We walk,” and,anxiousto do acts cal- 
culated to gain a temporary advantage 
for the striking employees. Whether 
the result of the first day’s work will 
aszist the cause remains to be seen for 
there are many who believe that the 
scenes of violence enacted in Winnipeg's! 
streets on the initiation of labor hostil- 
ities will be the undoing of the wage 
earners cause and enlist the sympathies 
of the best class of the residents in 
favor of the employers. Between Mc- 
Dermott and Higgins avenues on Main | 
street was the storm centre. in a clash 
between the motormen and conductors 
and the railway company, the first 
blood goes to the men as they succeeded 
in keeping the public from being serv- 
ed with a car service. When the com- 
pany attempted to run cars men and 
sympathizers armed with stones and 
missiles of every description, attacked 
the cars, cut the ropes which held the 
poles on the wires and immediately had

control of the situation. At the sub- 
way two cars coming from opposite di- 
rections on the same track were thus 
robbed of their controlling gear and al- 
lowed to collide in the dark passages of 


the subway, wrecking both cars. They 
lay locked together in the subway hol- 
low from noon till five o’clock in the 
evening when rescue cars loaded with 
policemen were t aken down Main 
street, and towed the direlicts to the 
barns. By two o'clock seven of the 
twelve cars which the company at- 
tempted to keep in commission had been 
rendered helpless and were abandoned. 
Six people were injured and taken to 
hospitals, having been hit with stones 
and bricks while about a dozen strike 
breakers were taken to the police sta- 
tion for protection from the fury of 
the mob. Both sides are most deter- 
mined and confident. The men say that 
they are willing to submit their case 
to arbitrators, while the company holds 
that its terms are more favorable than 


those offered by any other street rail-- 


way company in the Dominion and that 
the issue will be fought to the bitter

At noon to-morrow the city of Ed- 
monton will be without a fire brigade, 
unless the city council calls a special 
meeting in the meantime and undoes a 
part of the work that was done at the 
secret meeting of a week ago.

Comparisons 
are freouently made between the Al- 
berta price paid to the farmer and the 
price quoted in the Union Stock Yards 
in Chicago, but the comparison was by 
no means a fair one. Usually the high- 
est price quoted in Chicago was com- 
pared with the lowest price paid in Al- 
berta.

BLACK HAND’S HORRIBLE CRIME. 
Minneapolis, March 29.—The bloodiest 
crime ever reported in the Northwest 
was enacted here yesterday. Six Bul- 
garian laborers were stabbed to death 
in a fight with six of their country- 
men at 243 Tenth avenue. The bodies 
were horribly mutilated They were 
slashed in an indescribable manner. 
The tragedy occurred in a frameshan- 
ty owned by H. Mangusson, country 
produce peddler. He rented the shack 
to nine laborers, who were gone most 
of the day, but were together every ev- 
ening. It is believed the men consti- 
tuted the Black Hand organization. 
Three victims were found in Minneapo- 
tis, and the gang evidently found other 
men, for nine returned with the three 
others. Tuesday evening was spent 
quietly. At midnight the fight start- 
ed and lasted but a few minutes. This 
morning, when the police changed beats, 
the new officer saw six men running 
from the building. He broke in the 
door and discovered a terrible sight. 
In the centre of the dark dingy room 
lay side by side four dead bodies. 
Blood lay in pools all about the room. 
The oificer ran to the street for help 
:nd when he returned he found tiree 
log black-handled knives oesaide the 
bodies. The murderers had evidentiy 
let the injured bleed to death, for the 
wounds were not deep, but rather lohg 
systematic slashes. Two other bodies 
were found in the cellar. The names 
>f the murdered men are;—Nyamo Dim- 
itri. father; Kerl Dimitri, son; Kerstan 
Youcho, Agni Karifil, Baakin Kapanni 
and Unka Kandaba.
